| Designed Speedy Engines’ 

| Sir Nigel Gresley, Noted Railway 
Engineer, Died Recently 

| Sir Nigel Gresley, who was noted 
| for his work in developing modern 
high-powered streamlined British 
railroad engines, died at his home, 
Watton House, Hertford, at the age 
‘of 64. 

He was the designer of the Flying 
Scotsman, Silver Jubilee and Corona- 
| tion Expresses. The Silver Jubilee 
train broke the British speed record 
in 1936, raising it to 112 miles an 
hour. Three years later the Mallard 
engine designed by Sir Nigel broke 
the .world record for steam traction, 
making a top speed of 127 miles an 
hour. 

Sir Nigel invented articulated roll- 
ing stock which effected reduction in 
the totalgveight of trains. He also 
invented an improved locomotive 
valve gear for three cylinder engines 
and initiated cooking by electricity 
on British trains. He was knighted 

in 1936.
